SAIGON (AP) - U.S. helicop- 


ters and ground troops caught a 
North Vietnamese force near 
Ihe old Marine combat base at 
Khe Sanh today and in a seven- 
hour battle cut the enemy to 
pieces. U.S. officials reported. 


The officials said up to 126 en- 


emy were killed in the action 
abmit three miles from Laos in 
South Vietnam's northwest cor- 
ner. 


U.S. 
losses were put at two 


men killed and six wounded. 


Khc Sanh was the site of a 77- 


day enemy siege early in 1968. 
It became one of the war's most 
famous battles. The base was 
abandoned by the Leathernecks 
in June of 1968. 


The new fight came after U.S. 


helicopter crewmen spotted the 
enemy force in the area. Offi- 
cials said the enemy's strength 
was estimated at 150-250 men. 


A reaction force of paratroop- 


ers also was air lifted into the 
area by helicopter and clashed 
with the enemy. 


It was the second major battle 


in northernmost 1st Corps with- 
in the past week. The other was 
a two-day fight between South 
Vietnam's 
1st 
Division 
and 


North Vietnamese 
troops on 


sand flats southeast of Quang 
Tri, some 40 miles to the east of 
Khe Sanh. In that battle, the 
government troops claimed 146 
of the enemy killed. 


Word of the 
new 
fighting 


came as government spokesmen 
in Saigon disclosed that three 
battalions of civilian irregulars 
had been withdrawn from Cam- 
bodia, and the rest of South 
Vietnam's Mekong Delta-based 
task force embarked on a new 
operation in Cambodia. 


The pullout of three battalions 


of the ethnic Cambodians re- 
cruited in the Mekong Delta left 
a total of 18,000 South Viet- 
namese 
troops 
operating in 


Cambodia. 


Applying unusual security to 


the new operation, spokesmen 
refused to say where it was lo- 
cated. But one spokesman said 
it 
was 
not 
breaking 
new 


ground inside Cambodia. "We 
have been there before," he 
said. 
i Officials said they had rife-re*1.-' 
pbrts of fighting as the new"" 
eration began. 


The 2,000 mercenaries 
were 


withdrawn after one of the big- 
gest operations in Cambodia by 
Saigon's troops. It began May 


/25, and the South Vietnamese 
command claimed 1,119 enemy 
killed, 222 captured, and more 
than 8,400 rifles and 158 heavy 
weapons seized in the southeas- 
tern part of the country. 


South Vietnamese casualties 


in the operation were reported 
as 102 killed, 475 wounded and 
six missing. 


Communiques today reported 


two clashes 
involving 
South 


Vietnamese in Cambodia and 
South Vietnam, while American 
paratroopers fought again with 
North Vietnamese regulars in 
the jungled mountains west of 
Hue. 


South 
Vietnamese 
troops 


fought northeast of Phnom Penh 
and reported killing 23 of the 
enemy and suffering three kill- 
ed and 25 wounded.

attacks on firebases and night 
bivouac 
positions, 
but 
most 


were the result of small but vi- 
cious firefights at close hand in 
the rugged jungle country.

NEW YORK l UPI)-A million 


bets a day and $50 million a 
year in profits were forecast 
Monday for the city's new off- 
track betting parlors. 


"This is the first time in this 


country an attack has been 
made by a governmental struc- 
ture going after a major part 
of organized crime's business," 
said Howard J. Samuels, in- 
stalled Monday as chairman of 
the new Offtrack Betting Corp. 


Both Samuels, who lost the 


Democratic gubernatorial nom- 
ination last month to Arthur J. 
Goldberg, and James Cave- 
naugh, city budget director and 
another member of the five- 
man corporation, predicted $50 
million profits in the first year 
even though the city has not 
leased any sites and has not 
contracted for any equipment. 


Samuels promised the system 


will open in October as sched- 
uled. Plans now are for 100 
parlots to be set up as soon as 
possible, doubling the number 
later. 


Cavenaugh said the new sys- 


tem will pay better odds than 
the bookies 
and, 
given the 


choice between betting parlors 
and bookies, bettors would pre- 
fer the legal parlots. 


The parlots will handle wag- 


ers on races at two New York 
flat tracks, one harness track 
and "one or two" out-of-state 
tracks, Samuels said. Machines 
at the parlors will be tied in 
electronically with the parimut- 
uel machines at the in-state 
tracks. 


For out-of-state betting, the 


city would set up its own pool, 
Cavenaugh said, which means 
the odds at the parolors may- 
vary widely with the odds at 
the track. 


It was predicted that the par- 


lors will have a total of 1,000 
windows to take bets ranging 
from $2 to 1100 from 1 a.m. to 
midnight six days a week, ex- 
cluding Sunday. 


Telephone betting will be ac- 


cepted from customers who 
have 
placed 
deposits. 
Code 


numbers will be assigned which 
the customer must use in phon- 
ing in his bet. 


Payoffs will be made at any 


parlor, tor a, specified period of 
time, later only at central lo- 
cations. 


Samuels said one of the key
